: Onf. Caffni open’d the Affembly with a Difcourfe, con- 
taining the Obfervations he had made in his late Jour- 
ney from one End of Frazce to the other, in order to 

' determine the Paflage of the Meridian Line taken at 

a Point of the Obfervatory at Paris. In the firft Part of this 

Difcourfé he goes back to the moft ancient Aftronomers, and re- 

lates their Opinions on the Spherical roundnef$ of the Earth, and. 

their Methods of meafuring it. The two moft famous of thefe 

Methods are that of Eratoftbenes the Cyrenean, who lived in 

the Reign of Ptolomy Evergetes King of Egypt, and that of Pof- 

donius ot Rhodes, who lived in the time of Pompey the-Great, 
M. Caffini having been very large on the Methods of, thofe 
two Ancients, comes to thofe of the Moderns, and particularly 


that of Fob: Fernel-and fome others, and then propofes the Me- 
k -2  thod 
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thod of the late M. Picard of the Royal Academy of Sciences, 

as the moft exaét.- In the-next place he {peaks of his own Ob. 
fervations on the-fame Subjeft, of the Ue he ‘made of the E- 
clipfes of the Satellites of Fupiter, more commodious than the. 
Ecliptes of the Moon, becaufe mote ret ee and, he fays, his. 
Obfervations have been confirm’d by the like Occurrences in China, 

~He.lays down the Method he made ufe of to determine the Paf- 

fage.of the Meridian, taken, as above-faid, at a~Pointof the Ob- 

fervatory of Paris. | ; ~ A 

By the help of Triangles, which he form’d in his Journey, and 
that are exaftly calculated, he found the.Track of that Meridran, 
and he hath fet down all the confiderable Places he went through 
betwixt Paris and the higheft Pyrenean Mountains, which feng- 
rate Roufillon from-Cata/onta: Amongtt thefe Mountains he hath 
obferv’d one of a prodigious height, for its 1440 Fathom high, 
which amounts to 2880 Yards. And he has a very particular Ob. 
fervation on the inequatity of the Degrees of the Terreftiial 
Meridian. But.M. Cajsmi really found that in going to the South. 
watd, one Degree furpaffes the other by an 800 Part; which 
may give us good reafon to doubt whether the Earth be exaétly 
round. 

On this Occafion he relates two different Opinions : The firft 
is that of M. Huygens and Newton; and the other is that -of a 
Mathematician ot Strasburg, called Ei/enfchimddius. The two 
former maintain that the Earth lies. flat round about the ¢Poles, 
fo that it hath almoft.the fhape of a Dutch Cheefe: This they 
draw by a Phyfical and Algebraick Confequence, trom an Obfer- 
vation made, that at-the Ifles-of Cape-Werd.Péndulums of the » 
fame length with thefe in. our Northern Countries, have much 
flower Motions. . The third maintains, that the Solidity of the. 
Earth is Elliptic, fo that it grows longer towards the Poles) and’ 
takes the form of an Ege. M. Co/fmi leaves the Queftion unde- 
cided. The Cities through which he obferv’d that the-Meridian 
of Paris pafles are, Dankirk, Amiens, Aubigni, Bourgez, Orilbac, 
Rhodez, Albi, and Carcaffone. 

M../Abbe Bignon, who, after. the: reading .of -each Difcourfe, 
makes fo precife and neat a Recapitulation, that the Author him- 
felf could not give a more faithful Extra, faid that they would 
obferve the Tra&t- of the Meridian of Paris with the fame. ex: 
aftnefs he had begun, not only from one end of France to the- 
ether, but throughout the whole World; that there were Perfons .. 


of 
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of Courage enough to undertake fo troublefom a Task, and that. 
nothing hinder’d them but the Flames of War, which were now a. 
kindling. He meant this, as he ex lain’d himfelf before the break- 
ing up of the Seffion of M. de Chafel, Fellow of the Royal Aca- 
demy of Sciences and Profeflor of Hydrography at. Mar/eilles, 
who having already made feveral Voyages on the Mediterranean, 
in Quality of the King’s Engineer, and colle€ted many Obferva- . 
tions, is now about an exact Map of it, wherein he will fet . 
down the leaft. Particularities, fuch as. Places. where Ships caft 
Anchor, &c. 

The fecond Academician that appear’d on the Stage was M. 
Boulduc. We examin’d the Principles of: Purgatives, and begun 
with the. Ipecacuanba, which he faid .he had endeavour’d to mol- - 
lifie, by .attcempting to take away its. too great Emetic quality. 
He affures us, that how violent foever.this Kemedy be, it’s not fo 
dangerous as the Coloquintida and Seammony, which always leave | 
griping Pains and fometimes caufe Dyfenteries, whereas the Ipe- - 
cacuanba leaves nothing behind it but a gentle binding quality.. 
Then he fays, having obferv’d that the emetic quality of this : 
Root confifts in its Kezinous Parts, he had fought how to take © 
them away and to leave none but Salt Parts ; that he ufed Spirit . 
of Wine to extract the one, and Rain-Water diftill’d to excraét . 
the other; and that fince that.time he hath with great fuccefg , 
made ufe of this Ipecacuanba, clear’d of its Rezinous Parts, to ; 
cure the Dyfentery.. 

From the Ipecacuanba M. Boulduc goes to the He/lebore, which \ 
is another violent Emetic. He fays ours is no ways different from - 
that of the Ancients ; that they had two forts, black and white; . 
that the firft caufed mortal Convulfions, which hinder’d its being . 
ufed. As for black He//ebore, the Englifh is weaker than that , 
that grows on the Mountains of Swiffer/and; which, perhaps, is . 
the reafon why Phyficians have negletted this Medicine. 

Then he gives us a particular Account of his Operations on : 
this Root, and fays, that having placed it ina Retort at the Fire . 
of a Reverberatory, he firft extracted an Acid Spirit, then an oily ; 
Acid Spirit ; and, thirdly, an Aalcali of a ftrong Colour, by mix- . 
ing it with Oil of Tartar; and, laftly, a fetid Oil. That out of - 
the Caput Mortuum he extra€ted by help of the Lixivia a tix’d - 
Salt,which ferments with the Acids, that all Plants yield. Befides 
thefe Operations, he drew an Extraét of this Root with Spirit of: 


Wine, to have its Rezinous Parts, and with Rain-water diltill’d 
to 
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to have its Saline Parts ; He extraéted but few of the former, but 
many of the latter; fo that he found the Spirit of Wine'to be 
ina manner ufelefS in this Cafe. oi 1130 

Then comparing the effets of thefe Purgatives, he fays that 
thofe which be purely Rezinous purge little, and with much irti. 
tation; that thofe which are purely Saline purge by Urine; but 
that both join’d together purge very well: That for this reafon 
Phyficians have recourfe to Salt of Tartar, to mollifie the mift 
chievous effets of rezinous Purgatives; but that if we took the 
precaution to draw the Extraét rather by aqueous. than fulphu- 
reous Diffolvents, we fhould have no more need of this Cor- 
re€tive. 

M. Morin afterwards communicated a very fingular Proje& of 
a new Syftem on the Paflage of Drink and Urines: He fays, that 
having confidered the extream {wift Paflage of Drink fometimes, 
as People experience who drink Mineral Waters, he conje€tur’d 
that it did not always go through all thofe Paflages which Ana- 
tomy tells us it commonly does, and that therefore there muft 
be a fhorter way which we know nothing of. A convincing 
Proof of his ConjeCture is this, That thofe whom we purge with 
an Infufion of Caffia, in a fhort time void by Urine a Tin&ture 
almoft as black as the Infufion they took ; which certainly would 
not happen if the Drink always took the common Road. M. Mo. 
rin is endeavouring to diftover what this unknown Paflage of 
the Urine can be, and is not without hopes of fucceeding in it. 

For the better underftanding of his new Syftem, he begins by 
explaining the Ufe of Drink; which is to help Digeftion, and to _ 
ferve as a Vehicle tothe Chyle. He fays, that Urine is nothing 
but the Drink it felf, which having ferv’d for that Ufe, is pufh’d » 
out more or lef§ charg’d. That they who drink much without eat- 
ing,as whenMen- drink Mineral Waters,they make Water very rea- 
dily and without colour; whereas, on the contrary, thofe that eat | 
much and drink little, make Water more flowly and high co- 
loured ; and, laftly, thofe that eat and drink luftily, make fome 
immediately ‘which is but little colour’d, and fome afterwards 
which is high colour’d. From hence’and what hath been faid be- ° 
fore he infers’ that Drink, befides the’cotimon' Paffage into > 
the Bladder by the emulgent Veins, by the Reins and by the Ure- 


ters, hath another through the Pores of the Stomach and Bladder. ’ 
Fe calls thofe the firft Urines, that pafs by this ew way ; anid 
the fecond, thofe that follow the common Paffage. Ee oe 


Then 
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Then he proved by Experiments the. poflibility of this new Sy- 

ftem, and fays, that nang taken out of a dead. Body the Ventri« 
cle and Bladder, and filled them. with Water, it run out entirely 
by the Pores; and that having turn’d the infide out, and putin 
the Water again, it run out in the fame manner; and that, laftly, 
having put them in Water, it eafily entred.them. . From-whence 
Hie concludes, that in a living Body, this muft be done with more 
eafe, becaufé of the extenfion of the Stomach. .For, fays he, the 
Food like a Spunge fucks up the. Liquor,it falls into and fwells 
the Stomach, which prefling the Food in its turn, {queezes a Li- - 
quor out, of it, and conftrains it to philtrate it felf by its Pores : 
Confidering this preffion, there’s no difficulty to conceive that the 
Drink. muft more eafily.evacuate by the Pores of the Stomach, 
than the Water does which we put into a Ventricle taken out of 
a dead Body, and that this Liquor re-entring the Bladder forms 
the firft fort of Urines. It’s no lefS evident that the preffion is never 
ftrong enough. to. drive all the Liquor,out of the Stomach, and 
that by confequence there always remains enough to. convey the 
Food and Chyle:,After. which, coming out-much charg’d, it 
forms that which we call the fecond fort of Urine. |... 

M. Morin adds, That the, Paflage of the Drink into the lower: 
art of the Belly, doth not: occafion the .Dropfie; becaufe.that 
iquor, aflifted by the  preflion..of. the parts that :fusround. ir, 

would find a. free Paffage into,.the Bladder but not into the Inte- 
{tines, becaufe of a flimy Phlegm which covers-them. | 
The facility of this Paflage caufes the Mineral Waters to.eva- 
cuate fo readily both ways, but much, more by the firft, when 
there is but little Food in the Stomach. . For there is: more -or 
lefs, Urine. evacuated by the firft than by. the fecond way, in :pro- 
Boigio to the Food we eat, and of the. Liquor we drink that is - 
more than neceflary for Digeftion, yet with refpe& to that which. 
diffipates, it felf by. tranfpiration..,. 9 2s, o7 — « ) 
is Syftem thus laid down, M. Morin gives: us a reafon for 
two confiderable Phenomena. | setts sno 
The firft is the.different Colour of the Urines we void at: dif- 
ferent times. He fays that it proceeds from. this;that thofe which: | 
pafs by. the firft way are. but.little charg’d; whereas thofe that 
pafs by the fecond, having ferv’d for a Vehicle.to:the Chyle and: 
circulated with the MafS of Blood, are charg’d. with volatile and 
fulphureous Salts, and other Excrements of Blood, and by con- 
fequence are higher colour’d. , = 
the 
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The fecond Phenomenon is the reddifh, greenifh, and fome. 
times blackifh Colour of the Urine of thofe who are purg’d witk 
an Infufion of Cafia, which according to M. Morin, proceeds 
from this, That this Tin€&ture Fer ty the firlt way, asI haye 
experimented in the Ventricle of a dead Man, where that Liquor 
certainly paffes flower and ina lef$ quantity, but always of a 
reddifh and green Colour. He fays the fame of the red TirQure 
which the Urine receives when we have eat red Beet, and the like 
of the Violet brown, which we may obferve in it, when we have 
drank Mineral Waters, of the {mell of the Violet, which remains 
after taking Pills of Turpentine, and of the ftinking fmell which 
our Ulrine has after eating of Afparagus. All which proceeds 
from this, that the firft Urines charge themfelves with this Co. 
lour and Smell; of which nothing that mingles with them de- 
‘ prives them!, whereas the fecond, which convey the Chyle and 

the Food have no other Colour or Smell than what Urines com- 
monly have. 

Lattly, M. Marchand concluded the Seffion by a Difcourfeé on 
the difcovery of a newSimple. He begun by magnifying the Ad- 
vantages that our Modern Botanifts have over the Ancients, in this, 
that thofe during fo many Ages had not difcover’d in all above 
6000 Plants ;‘ whereas thofe ot this laft Century have difcover’d 
above 4000, and amongft them excellent Specificks, as the: Ipeca- 
cuanha and the Quinguina ; whereas the Ancients knew none but 
fome bad Purgatives, fuch as Scammony, Coloquintida and Hele- 
bore. ee 

The Plant M. Marchand fpeaks of is none of the worft Difco- 
veries he hath made in this kind. The firft that brought it in 
Reputation was. Portuguefe Chirurgion, who having lived feve- 
ral Years at Brazi/, difcovet’d ‘the'Virtues of this Plant there’; 
then returning-to Portugal, with a defign to drive a great Trade in 
it, he-fent Specimens of it to all Parts. He calld it Iguetaja, 
and afcrib’d to it no lefs Properties than the cure of the Apo- 
plexy,;Pleurifie and intermitting Fevers. é 

He added one Virtue more, which tho’ more ‘fingular, feems 
neverthelef§ more likely, viz. That the Leaves of this Plant in- 
fus’d with Sena, made it lofe what is fo difagreeable in ‘its tafte 
and {mell, without taking away any thing of its Purgative Vir- 
tue. The Specimens which the Portuguefé Chirurgion fent were 
not enough to try the Experiment, as to the Diftafes he faid 
they were proper for, but were fufficient to try whether they 


could: 
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could . corre&t. the.tafte of Sena. They infufed two Drachms of. 
ic with as much Sena ina Quart of Water, and it anfwer'd the 
End expected. Se 

Being in pain to know what kind of Plant this was, ‘and it be- 
ing impoflible to know any thing by its Leaves, becaufe the Por- 
tuguefe Chirurgion had cut them fo fmall. M. Homberg, to whom 
hé had fent fome of ’em, perceiv’d fome Seeds on the Water as 
he infufed them : He gather’d what he could of thefe Seeds and 
gave them to M. Marchand, who fow’d them, and they produc’d: 
and brought up a Plant, which there is no need, God be thanked 
to go and feek for at Brazi/, it grows every where in Ewurope 
and is no other than our Scropbularia Aquatica. 


That he might be more certain, he fow’d the Seed of our Scro- 
phularia on one Bed, and that of the Foreign on another, and he 
{aw but little difference, which proceeded from the difference of 
the Tillage and Ground. He alfo tried the Virtue of our Scro- 
phularia, and-found that it took away, as well as the other, the 
tafte and fmell of Sena. a: 


After this M. Marchand made fome Reflections on this Difto- 
very, and concluded that it would be more to the purpofe to en- 
deavour to know the Medicines which ate in our own Coun- 
try, than to feck for them through the World, and to pur- 
chafe that with great Pains and Charge abroad, which we might 
have at home for nothing, if we would. be at the’pains to look for 
it. He added, that a Learned Botanift, after many long Voyages, 
had acknowledg’d, that we might find in all Countries Medicines 
for all their Difeafes,,and that having applied himfelf to this 
fearch, he had difcover’d a good number of Simples, eafie to be 
found, which had ‘preat Virtdes, and’ thefe “he caus’d to be Engra- 
ven on 4 Copper Plate, ‘and amonigtt othets the Plant call’d Achi/- 
lea Montana Peng, which is recommended for its virtue of giving 
eafé.in Afthma’s, ‘when Smoak’d‘asTobacco. This Learned Bo- 
tanift was his own Father, whom, ot of modey, he would 
not’ Name; but’ Mont. Bigon nam’d him with great applaufe, 
M: Marchand concluded, his iftouile,, by advifing’ Phyficians to 
apply themfetves' to kuow dll’ that ‘grows’ in ‘their 6°" ‘County 

ore they-defire to-goout of it ; he advifes them to negleét-no- 
thing, .and: that: ‘they: ought to rake even into the Excrements of 
Animals,’ to- draw Medicines from them tor our Difeafes, accord-

Il. VAUGELAS hath obferv’d that the Huomo of the Italians, 
and Maz in the Northern Languages, are often ufed in the fame 
‘Senfe with the French Particle Oz ; which, as well as the Italian 
word, comes from the Latin Homo. But none, that I know of, 
hath as yet obferv’d that it hath fometimes the fame ufe ana 
force; that is to fay, it denotes an uncertain and indeterminate 
Subje&t. I will give two Examples of it, the firft is taken from 
Plautus’s Ampbitryon, A&.

He is fpeaking of Palemedes, who having provok’d Uses, by 


difcovering the Cuaning of that famous crafty Cheat, who 
would not go to the War at Troy, was himfelf in fome fenfé the 
caufe of his Death, as all that are any ways vers’d in the fabulons 
Hiftory do very well know. Cicero treating of Promifes in the 
firft Book of his Ofices, Chap. 10. argues thus: Nec promiffa igi- 
tur fervanda fant ea, qua funt iis,guibus promiferis , inutilia, nec 
fi plus tibi noceant, quam wh profint, cui promiferis. The lait 
Tranflator hath fucceeded very well in this place. We are then 
difpens'd with, fays he, from keeping our Promifes, when by per- 

orming them we fhould hurt thofe to whom we made the Promifes, 
or when we fhould hurt our felves more than do them good. For Ci- 
cero had before faid in the fame fenfe: Porefl-enim accidere, pro- 
mifjum aliguod & conventum, ut id effici fit inutile, vel ei cui pro- 
mifjum fit, vel ei qui promiferit.

For which Reafons fome Jews who faw the Man going away 
and carrying his Bed, €%c. Yet in the Hiftory of the other Man 
that was troubled with the Palfie, he exprefles it only according 
to the Vulgar Tranflation, Incede. Since I have {poken of M. Le 
Clerc’s Harmonia Evangelica, it will not be amif§ to relate two or 
three Faults, which doubtlefS are occafion’d by miftake ; and as 
they may do him fome prejudice in the Minds of the Ignorant 
and thofe that do not fairly examine Matters, fo I hope it will 
not be amifs if I obferve them here for the benefit of thofe that 
tead his Treatife.

(Fobn the Baptift) Pag. 13. As alfo thofe Words of our Saviour 
which are found in Pg. 99. And the Son of Man is alfo Lord of 
the Sabbath, which 1 would paraphrafe thus, according to the 
Author’s Idea’s, for to apply this Reflection to the Subjeft in 
Hand , the Sabbath, as I have juft now faid, being appointed for 
the advantage of Men, they are in fome fenfe the foveraign Ar- 
biters of it, in the Cafe of Indifpenfible Neceffity, and then they 
may violate the fame without any breach upon the Authority of

The Editor of Virgi/, for the.ufe of the Dauphin, pretends thar. 
“Encas parted from Troy before Antezor, but that the latter ar- - 
riv’d in Italy firft 5 fo thae according to this Author vezir here 
muft be put for profec/us eff, But Ido not think there is any Ex-. 
ample of this fignification. ° It’s true indeed, we find venire put 
for ire, bot then it doth not precifely denote the departure; but; 
we underf{tand by it the Voyage in general, Servius fays, that in 
/Eneas’s time ltaly was bounded by the Rzbrcon,a River which the 
beginning of the Civil War betwixt Pompey and Cefar hati ren- 
derd famous. According to this Suppofition, tho’ Amtencr was » 
avtixa. on the Coaits of Padua long before Aiweas, Virgil’ had - 
reafon ta av that /Eveas was the firft that arrivd from Frey in. 
Italy, fince Paasais betwixt the Alps and the Radicon. But that 
ancient Commentator ought to have given good Proof for what 
he fays, fince he contradicts all the ancient Hiftorians.and Geo- 
graphers, who place the Border of Jra/y on the Levant-fide., at . 
the Rbiae, the A/ps and the-Var. It appears likewife by the fame 
Authors, that all thar Tra€t of Land which lies betwixt the A/ps 
and Rubicon, was not call’d Gaul, or Gfalpine Gaul, but when - 
the Gauls: poffef'd it : For proof of this, fee Livy, Hb. 5. cap. 33. 
and Cellarius’s Notitia orbis. Antiqui, Tom.I. Pag. 172, 630, 638, 
643, 644, 645, €¢. For the Gauls did not pafS the Aps ‘till. . 
the beginning of Turguinius Prifcus his Reign and the arrival of . 
the Trojans in Italy ought to be plac’d much lower than. Targui- - 
nius, whatfoever Chronology-we follow. Servixs quotes.for his... 
Hypotbefis thefe.Verfes of Lucan’s Pharfaha, 1.215.

‘Allowing the Authority of this Poet, to be fifficient to over}: 
ballance. the Teftimony of the beft Hiftorians and phers,. 
his Words cap. prove no. mox¢ than. what is inconteftable, th 
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his time the Country fituated between the A/ps and the Rubicon 
was commonly call’d Gasu/ or Cifalpine Gaul, to diftinguith ir 
from Italy, properly fo call’d, which was never peopled by fo- 
seign Nations, as was this Country ; and the other part of Ia/y, 
which they call’d Grecia Major. But this did not hinder their 
reckoning Gallia Cyfatpina, a part of Ita/y, and they often call’d 
it not only Subalpine Italy, but alfo Izaly, as may be feen in any 
of the above cited Places.of Cellariws’s Notitia orbis Antiqui. So 
Servius can {carce conclude from this Paffage of Luca, that Italy 
was bounded by the Rubicon in eAineas’s time, fince it doth not 
prove that thofe were the Borders of Italy in. that Poet’s time, But 
tho? we grant this Suppofition, I cannot fee that it will be of 
much ufe to confirm the explication of Virgil’s Words, which 
Servius would thereby confirm. For it’s no ways likely that 
Virgil would regulate the Limits of Ita/y according to the Geo- 
graphy in /Emeas’s time. For we fee to the contrary, that he 
commonly applies to things that were paft before his time, the 
Idea’s,Cuftoms and Language of his own time.So:do all the other 
Poets, and hence proceed all the Prolepfes which Interpreters 
fo often obferve: Nay, there is a remarkable Example in the 
Paflage we now treat of, for Virgil fays that Aineas arriv’d in

heard eloquent and florid Harangues, they were to-expeét nothing. 
of that kind from them, whofe fole ftudy it was.to decipher an- 

sient Infcriptions, and 10- endeavour to immortalize on Copper 
and Marble the Glorious Reign.of our Auguft Monarch, and. the 

Memcry of his liluftrious Anceftors. . He added, that. fuch -par- 

ticular Perfons as lov’d Devices, or..Motto’s for important Sub-» 
jetts, might addrefs themfelves -to the Academy, which would fa- - 
tise them.. And concluded that it was not enough.to have .Vi- 

vacity, but they had need .of much. Learning who. meddle with » 
thefe Matters. . . 

M. Pouchard fpoke firft, and read a Difcourfe on the Origine 
of Letters and: the Antiquity of Infcriptions, wherein he difce- - 
_ ver'd meses Rey Gero, fays he, informs us, that. for- - 
merly Men worthipp’d five Mercury’s; the moft ancient.ofwhich » 
was the Son of fupiter Ammon King of Egypt, who- was the 
fame with Cham.. Then.he related feveral. of this Fupi- 
ter, colle&ted from divers Authors which fpeak ef. him. He. at- 
tributes the Invention of Letters to this Mercury hisSon.; either - 
that he really invented them, or that he only made them cur- - 
rant. Thefe Letters were Symbols, and.M. Pouchard related 
fome of them, and amongft others that of Mercury himfelf re- - 
prefented with a Dogs Head, to denote his Vigilance, and who . 
under this Symbol was ador'd as a. God and call'd Azupis.. 

Rig - 
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He pretended to infer from this the Origine of Idolatry, and 
efpecially of the Superfticion of the Egyptzans, who worthipp’d 
all forts of living Creatures, becaufe, fays he, that the vul 
People applying themfelves to what they faw, took for Reali- 
ties that which was only Symbols. This is what M. Pouchard 
thought to be the moft ancient Account of the Invention of Let- 
ters; after-he had mention’d two Columns, one of Marble and 
the other of Brick, on which the Pofterity of Seth had ingrav’d 
the Rules of Aftrology and feveral other Sciences. : 

Then he fhows how they came to leave off the ufe of Hiero- 
glyphicks, and fays that Mercurius Tre/megiftus, who liv’d about 
eight Ages after Mercury, the Inventor of Letters, endeavour’d 
to abridge this fort of Writing by inventing Alphabetical Let- 
ters; that all Alphabets took their Origine from thence, and that 
they would not have been fo different, had not each Nation a- 
brig *d thofe Charaéters according to their own Mode. He 
{peaks of the Books of this Mercurius Trefmegiftus, which con- 
tain’d an Encyclopedy of almoft all Sciences of Theology, Phi- 
lofophy, Aftronomy, Laws, Phyfick and Chirurgery, and even of . 
the molt particular Inftruments of that Art. He fays we have 
nothing of them remaining but Fragments cited infome Authors ; 
but that we ought to entertain them with Veneration, as being the 
firft things that were written. 

He réfutes the Opinion of the Greeks, who pretend to have 
receiv'd their Letters'from the Phenicians by Cadmus,.and proves 
that Cadmus was not a Phenician but an Egyptian: That that 
which deceiv’d the Greeks, was that Cadmus had dwelt for fome 
time in Phenicta, from whence he came into Greece in Phenician 
Ships: So that having fettled himfelf in aCountry of Greece 
which he called Baotta, he built there the City of Thebes, which 
was the Name of the Town in Egypt where he was bora.’ :).» 

Amongft the ‘moft ancient Infcriptions, M. Pouchard mentions 
that which an Author fays he found in the Tomb of A/cmenes. 
He fays that Infcriptions were the firft Books of the Ancients ; 
witnefs the Laws of the 12 Tables; that all which defery’d to 
be handed down to Pofterity was engraven on Brafs, or on ‘Mar- 
ble, in Temples, Galleries, and other Publick Edifices, where, as 
the People walk’d along they had at one view the whole Hiftory 
of a City or Nation: That the firft' Hiftorians wrote after no 
other Vouchers but thefé. Inftru&tions, which to this Day give a 
wonderful Light to Hiftory, and help us to fix Epocha’s,

witnefs that rich marble Treafury of the Earl of Arundel who - 
collected fch a vaft number of thote Infcriptions-that are preferv’d. . 


at Oxford. 
Laitly, M. Powchard fays that Medals were portable Infcripti- 


ons, and fo much the more commodious as they eafily multiplied, , 


that the Greeks and the Romans experienc’d their ufefulnefs,to im- 


mortalize the.Memory of great Men and: famous Occurrences, ; 
that we owe to Medals the knowledge of feveral important Pafla- - 
ges in Hiftory, as forexample, the help which Marcas Aurelius : 


Antoninus veceived from Heaven in his Wars againft the Marco- 


mans, by the Prayers of a Legion of Chriltian Soldiers, which:: 


was afterwards call’d the Thundering Legion. 
Je added further, that he was fore’d to own to the fhame of 


his native Country, that Freace had always been fo-barbarous as- 
to negle€t thofe pretious Monuments, that even when Learning — 


was teftord under. Francis I. they did not fo much as think on 


Medals, but that the prefent, King. knowing their value, and thac: 


nething might be wanting to. the Commonwealth of Learning, 


he had eftabliih’d a Society oflearned Men who willendeavour to ° 
preferve to Pofterity by Medals, not only the memory of his glo- - 


tious Reign, bur alfo thofe of his Predeceffors.

HE Author of thefe Letters and Memoirs has fo well de- 
ferv'd of the Learned World, that they muft needs be 
very well pleas’d to fee any thing that comes from his Hand. 
True it is, Dr. Rawley, my Lord Bacon’s Domeftick Chaplain, 
made a Collection of his Lordfhips Pofthumous Works, and, a- 
mong the Reft, of thofe Letters which he wrote before he was 
made Lord Keeper. The prefent Publifher has (in order to 
render this ColleGion more Compleat ) added to them other 
Letters taken from the-Originals, which commence fome Months 
before he was made Lord Keeper, (where Rawicy’s Collection 
breaks off) and are continued almoft tothe time when the Great 
Seal was taken from him. He has difpos’d the whole in order 
of Time, as near ashe could place them; ufher’d them in with 
a large Introduction, and upon Occafion, has inferted fome Notes 
or Obfervations to iffuftrate the Paffages of fome Letters.

‘Within a few Months after King Sames came into England, he 
created feveral Hundred Knights,and among the Reftthe Author 
Mr. Bacon, who now came into Play, and was the firft Commif- 
fioner nominated by the Houfe of Commons for treating with the 
Scots about an Union between the two Kingdoms. But notwith- 
ftanding all the Pains, Care, and Caution which Sir Francis Bacon 
employed in promoting and advifing the Union, and how much 
foever King Sames defired it, that Project came to nothing. 
About the fame time it was that he publifh’d his Treatife of the 
Progrefs and Advancement of Learning, which was no lefs grate.

He gain’d this Poft by the Application he made by feveral Let- 
ters, which are to be feen in this Collection, nd ferved his Ma- 
jefty thereia to the year 1613, . . 

Whilft he was Solicitor-General, the Publifher conceives that 
he fent the 28th Letter to Sir George Carew, the Leiger Ambafla- 
dor at Paris, together with a Treatife he had written in Latin in 


Falicem Memoriam Elizabethe, containing a fhort Account of the 
Felicities of Queen Flizaberh’s Reign : As alfo his 29th Letter to 


the King with a little Traé containing his Opinion, in what 
manner the. New. Eftablifhments.in. /re/and ought to be made. 
Inthe Year 1610, Sir Francis Bacon publifhed..his Book de Sapi- 
eutia Veterum, which he.dedicated to the Earl of Salisbury, and 
the Univerfity of Cambridge, and with a Letter.of February 27. 
communicates the fame to Mr, Mathews, ee 
Sir Francis from being Solicitor, was advanc’d to be Attorney- 
General, not without Expectation from, and Application to his 
Majefty, as appears by feveral Letters of this Colle@ion. The 
Letters which he wrote whilfthe was Attorney-General relate to 
the Trials, of Peacham and Owen for High-Treafon, tothe Trial 
of Mr. Oliver. St. Fobn in the, Star-Chamber, to the memorable | 
Cafe of the Earl of Somerfer, and to the great difference which. 
arofe between the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Chief Juftice, 
concerning the. Jurifdiétion ef the Court of Chancery and the 
King’s 
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King’s- Bench ; and contain his Opinion with Refpeé to the Gld 
and New Company of Merchant- Adventurers. 

After the Lord Chancellor Egerton had refign’d his Place, the 
Great Seal was committed to Sir Francis Bacon as Lord Keeper in 
the year 1616, and within two Years after he was made Lord 
Chancellor, and Baron.of Verulam,and foon after this was created 
Vifcount of Sc. Alban. But when he was at the higheft pitch of 
Greatnefs and Honour, he fell all on the Sudden into the Deepeft 
Humiliation and Difgrace. For Articles of Bribery being pre- 
ferr’d againft him by the Houfe of Commons to the Houfe of 
Lords, and he having nothing to fay but by way of Submiflion 
to their Lordfhips Mercy, the Lord Chief Juftice pronounc’d the 
following Judgment of the Houfé of the Peers againit the Lord 
Chancellor : That the Vifco:nt St. Albans, Lord Chancellor of Exg- 
land, fall undergo a Fine and Ranfom of 400¢0 1, that he fhall be 
Imprifoned in the Tower during the King’s Pleafure : That he fhall for 
ever be incapable of any Office, Place or Employment in the State or 
Common-Wealth ; that he {hall never Sit in Parliament, or come with- 
inthe Verge of the Court. 

Thus tell this great Man, after he had by gradual Steps rifen 
tothe higheft Poft in the Civil Government, upon whofe Fall and 
the Occafion of it, the Editor crys out, Who can forbear to obferve 
and lament, the Weaknefs and Infirmity of Humane Nature? To fee 
a Man, fo far exalted above the common Level of his Fellow-Creatures, 
to fink fo far below it : To fee a Man, who like Seneca, gave admira- 
ble Rules for the Condutt of Life, and condemning the Avaricions pur- 
fait after Riches ; and what is unlike Seneca, contemning them in his 
own Perfon, and yet to be defiled thereby: To fee a Man applauding 
Sir George Villiers, whilf very Young, for defpifing Money, where 
it croffed Reafon of State or Virtue, totake Money in his Mature Age, 
in Oppofition to Both, and to his own Deftruction’: Above all, to fee a 
great Master of Reafon and Philofophy, who had ‘been a ‘Credit and 
Ornament to the Reformed Religion, to abate the Luftre of his Ex- 
ample, by Submitting to a-Temptation, which many of the Heathen 
Philofophers had the Power to refift, But (concludes the Editor ) as 
his Lord{hip had the Misfortune to be made a Memorial for the Great- 
oft and theWifeft, to take heed left they fall ; fo he hath the good fore 
tune to have the remembrance of this Calamity lod’ on by’ Pofferity 
as alittle Pitiwre of Night-Work, remaining aniongft the fair and cx- 
cellent Tables of his Atts and Works, 
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The lotredaion is clofed with aa Aceount af the Lard ax 
con's Works and AGions during bis Retirvemeet from the pob. 
lick Affiirs of the Stare cil the time of his Death, and withthe 
Characters given of that great Perfor by Me. Beet, Bea Toba. 
fox, Mr, Osber win bis coud part of his Advice to his Son, the 
prefent Rifhop of Re beter ia his Miltary of the Royal Society, 
and Mr, Gowéey ia a Poea to the Reyal Society. 

And thus have we carried our Reader throngh the lntredy 
Aion, fo far as it relates to the Auther of the Letters and Me 
moirs: There are all aloag inter{perfed other Matters et Con: 
cern, which ferve to iultvate the Ocealion of Writing fame of 
the Letters, andto give the CharaQers of thole Perions abour 
whom, er ta whom they were wrote, For therein we have the 
Character of Sir Thema: Deerter Baron of Bis/mere, Lord Chatte 
cellor of Fueled; and ot Sir Béward. Coke, Love ChicfJultice 
of the CemmemPleas, and atter ot the Auge Beant, both Re- 
matkable Men ia their refpeive Courts at Law and Equity. 
Thereia we have the Character of Sir Henry Telverren, fivit of 
all Solicitor-General, then Attorney-General, and lait ef alk 
Pufve Judge of the CoremensPeas, with an Account of the Trev. 
bles he met with, whillt he was Attorney-General. Thereia 
we havea brief Relation of the Kile and Fall of a great Faveu. 
rite both to King James and King Ohardes the Finltyoa, Mr. George 
Filuers, on whom King James beltow'd greatand extraordinary 
Largeiles of his Favour. For april 24. 1414, he was Kaighted 
and made one of the Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber, and Ma- 
fter of the Horfe in Juvmary tollowing; and agaia upon the 
fame day of pri/the next year, EleGed iato the Society of the 
Knights of the Garter, created Baran Aleche/y and Vilcount il 
tiers, in the fucceeding Auge? which Title was foon Eclypfed 
by that of Earl, given in Yonnary 1615) Of Marquis, a year ats 
ter, and laftly of Duke of Bwckinghwm in 1623. This Noble 
Lord was a great Friend to Sir Francis Bacen, and further'd him 
in all his Advancements, as appears by fome of the many Letters 
written on all Occafiens by the latter to the former, Laftly, to 
mention no more, we have in the latrodudtion a Character of 
the Earl of Semerfee, with the occalion of his declining in King: 
James’s.Favour , and an Account of the Murder of Sir Thomas 
Overbury, by whom contrived and effected, how it was dileo- 
ver’d, with the Trials and Proceedings againft the Murthe 


rers.

FP Here have beea many Celebrated Pens employ'd in giving 

ati Accovat of that which is commenly eall’d the Ape- 
fies Creed y but molt of thole Writers have analy handled the 
Creed ina Thealegical Manner, explaining aad eonfirming its 
(eweral Articles according to the various Senfee and laterpre- 
tations dectucible from Holy Writ, Bat the ealy and main De- 
ign ot the Author ot this Treatife, ie to make aa Bilay towards 
an Hiltorical and Critical Acceuat af the Creed, ta flad out if 
potlible, the Authors and Framersot the Creed, the Time when 
ihe feveral Articles of it were intwadue’d, the Ocealion and Ia 
reat af their firft Intveducing, and what the Senfe, Meaning 
aud Delign of the firlh lateducers was, intermixing here and 
there fome Critical Oblervations, which may be beth ufeful 
and delightful ta the Reader, Te this Bad he has net eentent- 
ed himlelf with reading ef Modern Books or Collettions made 
hy lator Writers,buc hath himfelf had immediate recourte to the 
remaining Monuments et the Primitive Ages of the Chureh, 
trom whence only all Leavaing of thie kind ean be feteh'd and 
derived, 

Chis Treatife is divided inte feven Chapters; In the firtt of 
which the Anonymous Auther, by way of Intreduétion, treats 
of feveral things relating to the Creed in general, Here he 
firt of all takes notice af the Encomiume of the Creed, 
this fhart Synopfis and Compendiom of our Faith, gives by St. 
Auftin, J, Calfiany Pervus Cleyfelegus, and Mawinus Taurinenfis, 
After which he aecounta for the feveral Titlesand Appellations, | 
which have been given by the Ancients to this Creed, and tells: 
us, (hat the Name whic¢h hath generally prevail'd, and by which. 
itis ufually known is Sywbeham, or Symbol, for which Title 
two Keafons are commonly aflign’d, The firfbis, that itis an: 
Alluiion ta the Custom ot feveral Perfons meeting together to 
eat of one Common Suppers whither every One brings fomes 
thing for his Share to make up that Common Meal, which oom ? 
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hence was call’d Symbolum, from the Greek Verb Supd rey, 
which fignifies to throw, or caft together; Even fo, fay fome, 
the Apoftlés met together, and each One put or threw in his 
Article to compofe this Symbol. But the Weaknefs of this Senfe 
of the Word our Author Evinces by fhewing that the Apoftles 
were not the Framers of the Creed, as thofe who maintain this 
Signification do imagiae. Again, The other 'Signification of 
this Word Symbolum, is fetch’d from Military Affairs, where it 
is ufed to denote thofe Marks, Signs, Watchwords, ec. whereby 
the Soldiers of an Army diftinguifh’d and knew each other : 
In like manner, fay fome, by this Creed the true Soldiers of 
fefus Chrift were difierenc’d from all others, and difcerned from 
them, who were only falfe and Hypocritical pretenders. Now, 
though this may be in: part the Senfe of the Word, yet our 
Author fays, he does not apprehend that it comes up to the full 
intent of it ; neither does he think that itis to be derived from 
a Military Cuftom, but rather from fome thing, which in its 
own tNature is more correfpondent and agreeable to the Wor- 
fhip and Service of God, wherein the Creed is ufed. His Opini- 
on theretore is, that the Signification of the Word is ‘more 
Naturally: to be fetch’d from the Sacra, or Religious Services of 
the Heathens, where thofe, who were initiated in their Myfte- 
ries, aud admitted to the Knowledge of their peculiar Services, 
which were hidden and concealed from the. greateft part of the 
Idolatrous Multitude, had certain Signs or Marks, either Mute 
or Vocal, call’d Symbola deliver’d: unto. them, by which. they 
mutually knew each other, and upon the declaring of them, 
were without fcruple admitted in any Temple to the Secret 
Worhhip and Rites of that God, whofe. Symbols they had -re- 
ceived. Upon this Account he-obferves, that the Apoftles 
Creed was by our Anceftors very fitly term’d a Symbol, becaufe 
it was {tudioufly conceal’d:from the Pagan World, and not re- 
veal’d to the Catechumens themfelves, till juft before their Bap- 
tifm, or Initiation.in the Chriftian Myfteries, when it was de- 
livered unto them, as that fecret Note, by which the Faithful in 
all parts of the World fhould interchangeably know and be 
known. . For the Corrobhorating of this Opinion concerning the 
Senfe of the Word Symbol, he produces ‘the Teftimony of 5. 
Cyprian, St. Ambrofe, Petrus Chryfologus, Ferrandus the Deacon, 
Minucius Felix, and Maximus Taurinenfis. 
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- From the Names or Titles of the Creed, he in the fame Chap- 
ter pafles on to the Creed it felf, where he enquires after the 
Authors and Compofers .thereof... Some \attribute it to the 
Apoftles themfelves, who tellus that the Twelve, before they 
went forth from $erufalem to Preach the Gofpel, agreed on this 
Formulary of Faith to be the Rule and Standard of all their 
Sermons, which without any Variation fhould be delivered 
to their Profelytes and Converts: - ‘But as to the Truth of 
this Tradition, our Author:thinks it is altogether to be de- 
nied, and that for feveral Reafons, as (1.) That it was nigh 
four hundred Years atter- Chrift, before the Framing of the 
Greed by the Apoftles was heard of. (2.) That had They been 
the real Compofers of the Creed’ before their difperfion from 
Yernfalem, it cannot be imagin’d, that §. Lxke in the Hiftory of 
their As, would have'wholly omitted fo confiderable a Fact as 
this. (3.) That it cannot be conceiv’d,.but that the innumer- 
able Councils and Synods amongft the Primitives Chriftians, or 
at leaft fome of them, would in their Decifions and Determi-- 
nations of Faithtand Doé@trine,..have had fome Reference or o- 
ther to this Apoftolical.Syftem, as their Standard dnd Bafis, if 
any fuch there! had: been; whereas no fich thing appears but 
the contrary thereunto. )(4.) That if the Apoftles. had.really 
fram’d, and delivered to their Succeflors this: Creed, every - 
Church would have agreed therein, and-there wouw’d not have ~ 
been fo many different and diverfe Creeds, as we find there 
were; Scarce two Churches) having, exa@tly the fame Symbol 
without any. Variation ,or; difference. « But though, this Creed 
be not of the Apoftles immediate Framing, yet it.may. (be fays) 
-be truly ftyled Apoftolical,- not only becaufe it‘contains the fum 
of the Apofties Do&rine, but alfo; becaufe- the Age thereof is . 
fo great, that its!Birth muft be fetch’d from: the very Apoftoli-. 
cal. Times. . He/owns indeed .thatit.is very Difficult to.give an- 
exa& and punGtual- Account of its certain-Avthors, and.of the - 
‘eos intended Meaning of evéry, Article.and Claufe thereof; . 
ut as.to the Authors he: -tells us, That shey: were Several. and - 
Many , That the ‘Creed was-neither the Work of one. Man, nor of 
one Day, but during along ‘Tratt of time: paffed fucceffively through ~ 
feveral bands e’ré it arrived touts perfection : That the Compofure of 
it. was gradual, and \nor inflamtaneous , and thatthe. Adannex thereof 
he apprehends to.bave been thefe-two ways: Eirf, fome of the Articles: 
theresa mene derived frons the very days, of the. Apofiles, always de~ - 
wan Aede t 
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manded at Baptifm, Ete them and their Succeffors : Secondly,..the 
others were afterwards added by the Primitive Doftors and Bifhops 
in Oppofition to grofs Herefies and Errors that Sprung up in the Church. 
Both thefe particulars our Author proves, and then-tells us, that 
although nothing contain’d in the Creed muft be-believed any 
further, than it agrees with the Holy Scriptures ; yet the in- 
tended Senfe of the greateft part thereof, is not to be fetch’d 
from thence, but from the Writings of ‘the Fathers, and‘ from 
thofe Herefies againft whom it was defign’d. 

Having thus in the General accounted for the Names and 
Compofers of the Creed, he proceeds to explain the feveral Ar- 
ticles thereof. In the fecond Chapter, he begins with the firft 
Article, J Believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of Heaven 
and Earth, Herehe obferves, thatin the firft Words, J believe, 
there are two things Confiderable ; firft the Number wherein it 
is exprefs'd which is not the Plural, but the fingular, that every 
individual Perfon in repeating of the Creed might declare his 
proper Perfonal Belief thereof, and of every Article contain’d 
therein: Secondly, the A& fpecified, wiz. Believing, which 
our Author apprehends to fignifie in this place no other, than 
the full and undoubted Affent of the Mind and Underftanding 
to the Truth of every particular Claufe contain’d in this 
Creed. By Believing in God, he fays, we aflent to his Exiftence, 
and Unity : and hence the Greek and ancient Latin Creeds read, 
I believe in Qne God, which was defign’d not againft the ews, 
fince they own’d the Unity of the God-head, nor againft the Hea- 
thens principally, feeing the greater, or at leaft the wifer part 
of them acknowledg’d it; but againft:fome Blafphemous Here- 
ticks, fuch asthe Valentinians, Cerdonians, Marcionites,' @c. 
who denied the Divine Unity and introduc’d feveral Gods. As 
to the Appellation of FATHER, here added, he tells us that 
it denatestwo Things, Firft, that God was the Original ‘ofall 
Beings, in contradiction to the Gnofticks and others, who dif 
own’d him to befuch, and refus’d to give him the Appellation 
of Father: and Secondly, the peculiar Relation of the’Father 
unto the Son, in which Senfe it hath alfo been underftood in 
the Creed. Asto the Epithet ALMIGHTY, our Author in- 
forms us that it has-a threefold fignification: in the Creed, As 
(1.) It denotes ‘God’s Infinite Power, and inthis Senfe it'was 
‘intended againft the Walentinians, Simonianss’ Menandriais, 
ec. whofe Herefies are here explained at large. ‘(2)) It iin- 
“plies God’s Providential Government of the World, in oppo- 
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ftion to the Denial thereof by the Gwofticks and Marcionites s 
the former of whom afcribed the Word Almighty, thus under- 
{tood, to another Being, divers from the Supream and only 
God. (3.) It includes Gods Immenfity and Omniprefency, 
in contradiGtion to the Error of the Gzofticks, which confined 
God within a certain limited fpace. Thefe things our Author 
profecutes at large, and then proceeds to explain, the latter 
part of this Article, Maker of Heaven and Earths where by 
Making, he takes it for granted, is meant a Creating or Pro- 
ducing of what was made out of Nothing ; and by Heavenand 
Earth, all Creatures whatfoever, both vifible and Invifible. 
Now that which gave occafion to the Inferting of this A@ of 
God’s Power and Might in the Rule of Faith, he obferves to be 
that numerous and prodigious Variety of Hereticks in the moft 
Primitive Days, who tho’ jarring and divided amongft them- 
felves, yet as /renews remarks, concentred in the fame Blafphe- 
my againft God the Creator of the Univerfe. And here he 
takes notice of the Tenets of Simon Magus, and others, who at- 
tributed the Making of the Werld to Angels; of the Cerdonians 
and Marcionites, who maintain’d two Eternal Principles, God 
and the Devil, the latter of whom they affirm’d to have been 
the Maker of the World; But chiefly he infifts on the Porten- 
tous Syftem of the Valentinians, concerning the Origine of Be- 
ings, and the Creation of the Univerfe, an Idea whereof he 
gives us out of Jrenaus, and which being fomewhat Curious 
and out of the Common way, we beg leave to prefent part of it 
tothe Reader. . 

They (the Valentinians] believed that there was an Eternal, 
Invifible, and Unbegotten (a) Aion or Kon, the firft of all Beings, 
call'd by them (b) Bythos, who lived in Reft and Silence throughout 
an Infinite Number of Ages; with whom exifted Ennea, or bis 
thoxght, whom they alfo call’d \c) Charis and Sige, which- Couple 
begat and produced two Aions more, (4) Nus and Alethia, the fir/t 
a Male, the fecond a Female, Nus they alfo call’d (e) Monogenes, 
who could alone apprehend and contain the greatne/s of his Father 
Bythos; Nus and Alethia emitted another Couple, (f) Logos and 
Zoe, who fent forth two, more, (g) Anthropos and Ecclelia ; all 





(a) i.e. Age. (b) Depth. (c) Grace and Silence. (d) The 
Mind and the-Truth. (¢) Only Begotten. (f) The Word and 
Life. (g) Man and the Church. Pp which 
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which were in number E:ght, and conftituted the firft.Order of the 
Eons, whom they term'd the Root and Subftance of all the reft. 
After this, the two laft Couple for the glory and praife of their Father, 
emitted Eleven Couples more, of which Logos avd Zoe fent forth 
thefe five, (b) Bythus and Mixis, Ageratus and Henofis, Auto- 
phues avd Hedone, Acinetus and Syncrafis, Monogenes and 
Macaria: Awd fiom Anthropos and Ecclefia preceeded thefe fix, 
(1) Pavacletus and Piftis, Patricus and Elpis, Metricus awd Agape, 
Aenos and Syuelis, Ecclefiafticus and Macariotes, Theletes and 
Sophia , which completed the Number of Thirty Zions, or Fifteen 
Couples, the one bali Afale, the other Female, who were fuppofed by 
thefe Extravagant Brains to copulate and beget, inthe fame Manner 
as Men and Women do generate and produce their Co.ldven, Atter 
this Ridiculous Manner the Valentinians accounted for the Origine 
of Beings and the Creation of the Univerfe; wherein (as our 
Author obferves, not only the Villany and Impiety, but alfo the 
Delufions and Folly of thofe Hereticks is to-be wondered at. 
The three next Chapters he employs in explaining and ac. 
counting for the feveral Articles which are neceflary to be be- 
lieved concerning Jefus Chrift. In the third Chapter, he be- 
gins with obferving, That the Nicene, and more ancient Greek 
Creeds read, dvd in one Fefus Chrif,, putting an Emphatical 
Force and Energy upon the Term Ong, in oppofition to the 
Blafphemous and horrid Imaginations of the Gu-iicks, Cerinthi- 
ans and others, who by dividing Chrift from. Jefus, de- 
nied the Unity of our Savieur’s Perfon, But at prefent we read, 
without the Addition of the Term Onn, And in Fefus Chrift,.. 
bis only Son our Lord, Ge, In which,Words (as our Author 
informs us) our Faith is declar’d in the. Son of God ; wherein 
we have him firft defcribed by his Name Jefus ; and then by-his 
Office, that he is Corift,; and afterwards by his Natures both 
Divine and Humane, with feveral Acts belonging thereunto. 
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(b) Depth and, Mixture, Never Old and. Union, Born. of 
himfelf and Pleafure, Unmoveable and Compofition, Only be- 
gotten and Blefled, (¢) Comfortcs and Faith, Fatherly and 
Hope, Motherly and Love, Perpetual Mind and Underftanding, | 
Preacher and Biefitdnefs, Willing-and Wifdom, , 
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As to the Name Jefus, he fuppofes the defigned Senfe thereof 
to have been no other than this, that hereby we muft profefs 
our Belief, That without queftion or difp ite, there really was 
fuch a Man living in the World, as was call’d Jefus of Na- 
zareth, and that this Jefus is Chrift, i. ¢. the Meffias, or the 
Anointed of God. With refpect to Chrift,our Author fays that 
efus is fo called from his Confecration to his three-fold Office 
of Prophet, Prieft and King; which Confecration or Unétiun 
is to be underftood in a Spiritual Senfe, God the Father bein 
the Anointer, and the Holy Ghoft the Oil, which was poure 
upon our Saviour’s Humane Nature at his Conception and Bap- 
tiff. It follows [ A%s only Son our Lord] which Expreffion de- 
notes his Filiation or Sonfhip, and his Dominion over all. 
Asto the Title given to Jefus of beiag the only Son of God, 
he treats at large on thefe two Points, and fhews Firft, That 
heis the Son of the Father, and Secondly, That he-is his only 
Son, #.¢. fucha Son; or, a Son in fuch a Manner, as never any 
other isor was. As to Chrilft’s Dominion over all, particularly 
over Chriftians, the Author obferves ; That there are two op- 
pofite Parties in the Univerfe, the one under Chrift; and the 
other under the Devil, who have each their feparate Kingdoms: 
That the Devil’s Intereft amongft Spirits, is unknown to us, 
but amongft Mankind he very much prevail’d, infomuch that 
in feveral places he was worfhipped as God: But that when 
Chrift came, he deftroyed the Devils Kingdom, which was but 
an Ufurp’d one, and ereéted his own Kingdom ; the admiffion 
whereinto was at Baptifm, when the baptized Perfon not only 
acknowledg’d Chrifts Lordfhip, but alfo exprefly renouwnc’d 
the Devil’s power: Laftly, That this Article was Coeval with 
Chriftianity it felf, and denotes-a Submiflion to Chrift as our 
Lord in oppofition to the Devil: cn | , | 
After the Declaration of our Saviours Divine Nature and 
Lordihip, the Creed defcends in the next placeto his Humanity, 
affirming him who was named juft before his: only-Son our Lord, 
to be conceived by the Holy Ghoft, and’ born of the Virgin 
Mary. And here our Author tells us, That all which follows 
in the Creed from our Saviour’s Conception to his Refurreétion 
was inferted by the Governours. of the Church, in oppofition 
to that variety of Hereticks, whodenied' the Reality of the 
Incaruation, and maintain’d, that the Birth, Paflion, Cruci- 


fixion, Death and Burial, were only in Appearance and fhew. 
Pp 2 Among 
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Among other things, he obferves, That this abominable Tenet 
was fubverfive of the whole Gofpel, as is evident from the re- 
maining Works of /renaus, Tertullian, and Epipbanius ; wherein 
it is clearly dermonftrated, That if Chrift bad been incarnated and 
fuffered only in fhew and appearance, he had beenthe greateft Deceiver 
and Lyar that ever wasin the World; his Murtherers would have 
been excus'd, and freed from that moft horrid and Enormous Crime ; 
He could not poffibly have been the Saviour of Mankind, neither 
foould we have been at all obliged tohim, but fhould have been moft 
miferably cheated and deluded by him and it would be our greateft 


Folly to fuffer for bis Sake, who only pretended to have fo done for 
ours. 

The whole fourth Chapter is fpent on the Defcent of Chrift 
into Hell ; but before our Author proceeds to the Explication 
of this Article, he makes thefe two Obfervations; Firft, That 
what is fpoken herein, relates to his Soul alone ; as the difpofal 
of his dead Body had been before declar’d in the.term Buried, 
fo now there follows fomething in the Creed refpecting Solita- 
rily and peculiarly his Soul or Spirit: Secondly, That the De- 
{cent into Hell refpeds not only our Saviour’s Soul, but relates 
fomething done by it in its feparate State, after it. was difunited 
from its Body by Death ; which excludes its having any: re- 
ference to the Miferies and Agonies that he fuffered in his Soul 
whilft alive. After thefe Remarks, heconfiders the Article it 
felf, wherein he propofes to examine thefe two things, (1.) The 
place whither he went, which was Hell; (2.) The Manner of 
his going thither, viz. by defcending. | 3 

As to the former of thefe, he endeavours to prove from the 
Teftimony of all the Ancients, whether Heathens, Jews or 
Chriftians, that the ufual Acceptation of the term ass, Hades 
or Hell was, that it was the common Lodge or Habitation of 
feparated Souls, both Good and Bad, wherein each of them, 
according to their Defarts in this Life, and their expectations 
of the future Judgment remained either in Joy or Mifery. 
Among the Heathens he quotes fome paflages out of Homer and 
Virgil ; but chiefly enlarges on what the Primitive Chriftian 
Writers have delivered about it. To this purpofe he produces 


the Teftimonies of one Fuftin Martyr, Tertullian, INovatian, 


= ra Lattantins, Lt! ANALIMS Eillary, St. Jerom, and St. 
12. 
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Asto the manner of our Saviour’s going into Hell, it is ex- 
prefs’'d by the Term of Defcending ; He defcended into Hell, 
fays the Creed ;. the meaning whereof (our Author fays) is no 
other, than this, viz. That his Soul being Separated from his 
Body by a real Tranfition and local Motion, went into the un- 
feen Region of Spirits, where, according to the Laws of Death, 
jt remained amongft other religious and pious departed Souls till 
the Refurrection of his Body, which was the third day after. 
That this is the true and proper fignification of Chrift’s defcend- 
ing into Hell, he evinces farther from the Confideration of the 
Ends for which he defcended thither; which he tells us are thefe 
four: (1.) To fanGifie and {weeten to us the State of Separati- 
on, to abate its dread and terrour, and to render it the more 
comfortable and joyful, in that our Head and Saviour endured 
it before us. (2.) That he might undergo a neceflary and prin- 
cipal part of his Humiliation. For (as he excellently remarks) 
tho’ his Soul was, and the Souls of all good Men noware, ina 
Place of Blifs and Happinefs, yet as long as they continue in . 
their State of Separation, they are fuffering under the Effects of 
Sin, from which they fhall not be delivered till the Refurreétion- - 
Day, when Death and Hell the Executioners of Sin, fhall lofe 
their Sting and Victory. (3.) That he might perfonally, and 
as the Head of his Church, conquer Death and Hell, which he 


did by returning therefrom, and bringing the Souls of feveral ; . 


of the Faithful with him. (4.) And Laftly, That.he might 
Subje& himfelf unto the Laws of Death, and bein every thin 
conformable unto us. For feeing that he became our High-Prie 
to redeem and fave us, it behoved him in all things to be made 
like unto us, Sin only excepted. Having at large explain’d the 
Article of Chrift’s Defcent into Hell, and fhewn the true and 
proper Senfe thereof, he {pends the remaining part of the Chap- - 
ter in enquiring into the Occafion, Manner and Time of its be- 
ing inferted in the Creed, in oppofition to the Heretical Opi- 
_ of the Arians, and Exnomians, but.efpecially of the Apol- - 
HATIANS. 
In the fifth Chapter our Author treats of the other Articles . 
of the Creed relating to our Saviour Jefus Chrift, wiz. His Re- 
furrection, Afcenfion, Seffion at the right hand of God, and 


coming again to Judge the Quick and the Dead. 
AS - 
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Asto the Refurre@tion of Chrift, he tells us, That the Cer- 
tainty thereof is abfolute Neceflary to the Chriftian Religion, 
feeing without that it would be no better thana vain and trivo- 
lous Impofture, or a metr Cheat and Delufion. But the farther 
Confideration of this Article he refers so that of the Refurreéti- 
on of the Body,-fince it is coincident therewith. a 
With refpe& tohis Afcenlion, our Author fays, it imports, 
That our Lord left this World, aad mounting through the Air, 
afcended into the Heaven of Heavens, the Throne of God, and 
the Habitation of the moft High; on the Truth whereof de- 
pends our future Afcenfion : For, if our Saviour be not afcend- 
ed into Heaven, it will be impoflible for us ever to afcend thi- 
ther’ ‘This (addsthe) is the Foundation of our Hope, the Aa- 
chor of our Sor!, both fre and ftedtfaft, That the Forerunner, 
even Je/us, is for us entred within the Vail, that he is gone to 
prepare a Place‘for us, and will come again and receive us unto 
himfelf, that where he is, there we may be alfo. As for the 
occafion of its being introduc’d into the Creed, he tells us it 
feems to have been taken from the Apedeians, a Spawn of the 
Marcionites, fo called from one Apelles a Scholar of Aarcion’s, 
Who, as Tertilhan writes, Did not affirm with Marcion the Body of 
Chrift to be fantaftical and imaginary, but that when he came down 
from Heaven, he fram’d unto himfelf, a Sidereal and an Aereal Flefh, 
which at bis Afcenfion he reftor’d to its Primitive Place, and having 
thus difpers’d every part of his Body, his Spirit alone was received 
into Heaven. He gives us another Notion of this Herefie, as re- 
lated by Epiphanins, which runs thus; “by 7@ s¢xcdae avd -radby 
ET AVELVION, iaGey es tiv Vi’ &c. 1. e. That our Lord, in his com~ 
ing from Heaven to Earth, gather’d unto himfelf a. Body from the 
four Elements in which he was truly Crucified, and after his Refurre- 
ction fhewed the fame blefato his Difciples , after which, having fie 
nified the Difpenfation of bis Incarnation, he. resior'd. uato every one 
of the Elen:ents that which he had received fromthem and fa diffolv- 
ing his Ficfhl. Body, he afcended into Heaven, from whence he came. 
In explaining the next Article of Chrift’s Sitting at the righe 
Haid ot God the Father Almighty, ous Author fuppofes, That 
by this Phrafe is chiefly iacended a Declaration of the complete 
Advancemeat.of Chriff our Lord to his Regal Office, and of 
his Plenary Exeicife thereof, God fetting him (as the Apoftle 
{peaks, Eph. 1. 20,21, 22.) at his own right Hand in the Hea- 
venly Places, far above all Principalities, and Powers, and 


Might, 
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Might, and Dominion, and every Name that is named, not on- 
ly inthis World, but alfo in that which is to come} putting all 
things under his Feet, and giving him to be the Head over all 
things vato the Church. As for the time and occafion of intro- 
ducing and fettling this Article in the-Creed, he tells us, That 
there is very little faid of it in the Primitive Writers; That this 
Claufe is in neither of the Creeds of Jreneus, but is firft found 
in thofe of Tertullian, That it wasinferted, either as a contl- 
nued Proof with the Afcenfion, that our Lord’s Body was not 
diffolv’d a little after his Refurreftion; or, rather was delign’d 
agaiwt fome Hereticks, who imagin’d the Body of Chrift to be 
ina ftupid and unconcerned Pofture in Heaven, and not to be 
Sat down at his Father’s right Hand, exercifing all Power and 
Authority for the good of his Chutch. 

The next Article, and the laft that is attributed to the Son, is, 
That he fhall come fr6m Heaven to Judge both the Quick and 
the Dead: the meaning of which, our Author fays, is no other 
than this, That all Mankind in Soul and Body, both good and 
bad, the Dead as well as thofe then Living, fhall appear at the 
Laft Day before the Tribunal of our Lord Jefus Chrift, to re- 
ceive from him according to what they refpe@tively did in the 
Flefh, ‘The Occafion or Reafon of inferting this Article into - 
the Creed, he apprehends to have been Twofold ; that it was 
delign’d to be an Antidote againft two forts of moft peftilent 
Hereticks, wz. the Afarcionites and the Gnofficks; the former 
of whom Blafphem’d the Judge, and the other Subverted the 
Judgment. As for AZarcion and his Followers, they together 
with their Mafter Cerdon imagin’d two Gods, The One an un- 
known, good, and merciful God, the other a juft and fevere God, 
the Maker and Creator of the World:: the former, or the good Ged, 
they affirm’ a to be the Farber of our Lord Fefus Chrift, and that both 
he ands Sonmere-noching--elfe but Pity, Grace, ard Love: That 
the Son’s defien in coming into the World, was only to fave thofe from 
the Secerity of the Maker of the World, who {hould fiy unto him; 
bit as for others, though they fhould be the moff- flagitions and abo- 
ininable Sinners, yet he would never condemn or punifhthem \n Con- 
tradiftion to this deftruative Tenet of all Religion and Picty, 
the Rule of Faith declares, That God is not only good, but 
that he is alfo Juit,; that he isa Judge as well as a Saviour ; that - 
he aud kis Son.are Juftice and Equity, as well as Grace aud Mer- 
cy, and that.Chrift jefus did not only Die aad Rife again for the: 
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Good and Weal of Mankind, but that he will alfo come to Judge 
the Quick and the Dead. | 

As for the Judgment it felf fubverted by the Grofticks; he 
explains what is meant by the Word Judging, and tells us, 
that it fuppofeth a Liberty and Freedom of A‘tion in the Per- 
fon judged ; both which were denied by the Guofticks, as by the 
Valentimans, Bafilidians, Carpocratians, and others, who all of 
them fprung from Simon Magus, and united in thefe two He- 
refies, (1..) That Man was fatally neceffitated to all his Adtions ; 
and (2.) that he fhould not be judged according to his Works, 
but according to his Spiritual Seed, Election, and the like. 
Thefe Tenets (as our Author obferves) were attended with 
moft abominable Confequences, and therefore againft them both, 
it was inferted in the Creed, That Chrift fhall come to Judge 
the Quick and the Dead: Wherein (1.) The Liberty of Man 
was acknowledg’d; and (2.) It is declar’d, That Men fhall be 
judg'd according to their Works. 

In the two laft Chapters we have an account of the remain- 
ing Articles of the Apoftle’s Creed ; wherein we profefs to be- 
lieve in God the Holy Ghoft, the holy Catholick Church, the 
Communion of Saints, the Forgivenefs of Sins, the Refurredi- 
ot of the Body, and the Life Everlafting. But having enlarg’d 
fo much already in our View of the foregoinz Articles, we hhall 
not weary our Reader with a particular Reprefentation of thefe, 
leaving them to his own perufal, to which the Uncommon Me- 
thod of managing this Subje&t may in a great Meafure invite 


him. ;

HE Author of this Tra& in his Preface to it anfwers two 
Queftions which may be ftarted, vz. (1.) Why need a 
Hiftory of this Kind be publifh’d ? Or, (2.) If it muft be pub- 
lift’d, Why has.it been fo long delay’d ? Yi 
To fhew the Neceflity of publifhing this Hiftory, he runs over. 
the Preface of the Publither of the Narrative, and Points out to 
us the many unwarranted Affertions and Refiexions in it. . A- 
mong other things, he juftifies the Upper Houfe from the Af-. 
perfion caft upon them by the Prefacer with refpec& to,Toland’s 
Book, who upbraids their Lordfhips, That they made. ufe of a 
far fetcht Reafon for doing, nothing init. In, Honour therefore, 
and Juftice to their Lordfhips, our Author lets the World know, 
that ’tis adfolutely Falfe; fince they did more, and to more Ef- 
fe& than the Lower Houfe themfelves. For, ( fays he) their 
Lordfhips firft enquir’d, what had: been formerly done in fuch Cafes, 
and agreed to, att by alike Precedent in 1689... They Secondly, Ap- 
pointed a Committee of Bifhops, to examine that Book, who reported 
to the Houfe, that they found therein feveral Pofitions, as they con- 
ceived, of moft dangerous Confeqnence, and one in particular, which 
they look’d on asthe Foundation of all the reft, of which the Lower 
Houfe had NOT iafee AMS Thirdly, The Upper Houfe was kna-, 
nimoufly of the Op:nioh to proceed as far-as legally they could, againft 
the Book and the Avtior. In order to this, they Fourthly agreed to 
Advife with Council Learned in the Law. The Opinion of Council 
upon proper Oueftions, was. Fifthly, by his Grace, communicated to 
the Bifhops.in the Upper Houfe, and confider'd by them. And Laftly, 
upon [uch Advice and Confideration, a mature Anfwerof the Arch.

an uncontraditted Libel, This muft have been Cenfur’d for the 
moft fupine Negligence, and the greateft Indifference for Peace and 
Truth. : | | 

As to the other Queftion, Why the Publifhing of this Ac- 
count has been fo long delay’d ? He tells us many Reafons have 
confpir’d' thereto; fuch as‘preparing Materials for it ; Exami-. 
ning the A@ts of the Upper, and making fo many fruitlefs En- 
quiries about the, Minytes'of the Lower Houfe ; ‘the picking up 
ail'the Notes and occafional Obfervations of many of the Mem. 
bers; the Appealing to their Memories in feveral Particulars ; 
the Tranfcribing many Original Inftruments, and a great va- 
riety of Addreffés, Speeches, Reprefentations, Anfwers,: Re- 
plies, &c. and collating them with the different Copies, and 
reconciling them with the different Accounts of them; thefe 
(fays he) and other Cares. of obtaining a full and perfec Infor- 
mation, being laid upon a Nice and Scrupulous regard ‘to all 
the poffible exaftnefs of Truth and Juftice, created a very rea- 
fonable Sufpenfe in Writing and Reviewing a fhort Hiftory of 
this Nature, | 

Having given this Account of the Author’s Preface, we fhall 
now proceed to give fome fhort View of the Treatife it felf.

A fecond thing obfervable in the Form of the Schedule, is, 
The Place to which the Adjournment is there directed ; ’tis in 
hance Locum, always; and what particolar Place or Room 1s 
defiga’d by thefé Words, the inftrument it felf, and the Con- 
current Aft of the Day, our Author fays, willintorin us. Up- 
this head he obferves, (1.) That if the Words # beac Locum, 
mean the Bifhop’s Room, it follows, That whoever sare Ad- 
journed by the Schedule, when publifhed in the Upper’Honie, 
are to meet in that Honfe at the Time prefix’d by it.
